The  war  has  hit  the  College  badly.  £10,000  is  required  tTenable  the 
ainegie  grant  to  be  secured,  and  lay  the  foundation  of  a  permanent  endow¬ 
ment  It  should  ever  be  remembered  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind 
than  to  support  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which 
is  given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting  citizen 
is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated.

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SOME  OF  THE  “FIRSTS”  WHICH  HAVE  BEEN  GAINED  BY 

THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873.— A  fuller  [and  more  comprehensive  form  of 
Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873. — All  forms  of  physical  training,  according 
to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881.- — Mendelssohn’s  “  Son  and  Stranger  ” 
was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So  much 
success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses  of  the 
Party  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city.  Enough 
money  was  raised  by  these  performances  to  print  the  Cathedral  Psalter  in 
Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value  to  blind  people,  and 
greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of  movement  and  awk¬ 
ward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been  annual  performances. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  to  open  this  par¬ 
ticular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883. — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to  6ft.  deep, 
was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  was 
founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  were  successful  in  gaining  their  Pro¬ 
ficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date,  41  Certificates  and  16  Medallions  have 
been  won. 

6.  Cycling  and  Poller  Skating,  1887.— Eight-in-hand  and  twelve-in-hand 
cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over  the  roads 
of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton  and  back, 
to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby.

Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  frequently  passed. 


'■  TWemriHn0  1887 ’  Shorthand  1898,-Though  typewriting  and  short¬ 
hand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was  the 
first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify  students 
to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 


8.  Training  College,  1895,-The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as  teachers 
at  Birmingham,  Brighton,  Glasgow,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Southsea  and 
other  Institutions. 


9.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  1901.— This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations  were 
undertaken.  To  date,  83  graduates  of  the  College  have  obtained  organ 
appointments  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  48  have  gained  the  Associateship 
and  20  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists.  The  following  prizes

The  College  Authorities  have  most  regretfully  to 
announce  the  deaths  of  William  Tebb,  Esq.  and  Dr. 
Frederick  Hetley. 

Mr.  William  Tebb,  of  Rede  Hall,  Burstow,  Surrey, 
who  died  in  January,  was  the  last  of  the  three  original 
founders  of  the  College,  the  other  two  being  Dr. 
T.  R.  Armitage,  died  in  1890,  and  Sir  Francis  Campbell, 
died  1914.  Mr.  Tebb  was  a  generous  donor  to  the  funds 
of  the  College  and  an  enthusiastic  worker  on  its  behalf. 
For  many  years  he  provided  the  Annual  Christmas  Tree, 
and  in  many  ways  took  a  personal  interest  in  the  welfare 
and  happiness  of  the  pupils.  His  advice  and  excellent 
judgment  were  highly  valued  by  his  colleagues  during  the 
time  he  was  able  to  be  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Dr.  Frederick  Hetley,  of  Upper  Norwood,  who  passed 
away  in  March,  occupied  the  position  of  Chief  Medical  Officer 
from  1883.  Fie  was  a  faithful  friend  to  pupils  and  staff. 
His  kindly  ministrations  were  greatly  appreciated,  and  all 
who  came  to  know  him  valued  his  sterling  qualities  as  a 
doctor  and  a  man. 

The  College  Choir  officiated  at  both  funerals,  and  at  the 
request  of  the  family  the  Principal  delivered  the  address  on 
Mr.  William  Tebb.

For  the  public  who  may  not  yet  be  acquainted  with  what  the  College 
is  and  what  it  has  accomplished,  the  following  statements  will,  it  is  hoped 
prov  e  of  interest  and  elicit  their  support.  ’ 

Results  achieved  by  College  Training.-The  College,  which  is  undenomi¬ 
national,  was  founded  m  1872  for  the  poor,  but  the  instruction  and  training 
have  proved  so  efficient  that  the  wealthy  are  glad  to  send  their  children 
also.  Over  000  graduates  or  84.4  per  cent,  of  those  who  have  completed 
!/"  trallung-  are  earning  their  own  living  as  Organists,  Teachers  of  Music, 
Pianoforte  Tuners,  Clergymen,  School  Teachers,  Shorthand  Typists,  etc. 
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The  College  lias  led  the  way  for  the  advancement  and  improvement  of 
the  Blind  in  the  following  directions  : — 

It  was  the  first  Institution  to  take  lip  Physical  Training  according  to  the 
Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

In  1882  a  Kindergarten  Branch  was  opened. 

Instruction  in  Swimming  commenced  in  1883. 

Life-Saving  was  added  on  the  foundation  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  in  1891,  and  up  to  date  41  proficiency  certificates  and  16  medallions 


have  been  gained. 

Cycling  and  Roller-Skating  were  taken  up  in  1887. 

In  1895  the  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the  formation  of  a  Training 
College  Department. 

Since  1901,  pupils  have  been  prepared  for  the  Examinations  of  the 
Universities  of  Oxford  and  Durham,  the  Royal  College  of  Organists,  the 
Royal  Academy  of  Music,  the  Royal  College  of  Music,  and  the  Associated 
Board  of  the  Royal  College  of  Music  and  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music,  etc. 

To  date,  83  graduates  of  the  College  have  obtained  organ  appointments 
in  all  parts  of  the  country ;  48  have  gained  the  Associateship  and  20  the 
Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of  Organists.  The  following  prizes  have

The  work  in  Pianoforte  Tuning  was  specialised  and  systematised  in  a 
maimer  finmerly  undreamt  of  as  possible  for  the  Blind,  and  in  1915  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Alexandra  graciously  opened  a  new  Pianoforte  Tuning 
Building  specially  fitted  up  to  p±ovide  unique  facilities  for  this  special 
training. 

At  the  present  time,  pupils  are  being  bespoken  by  prospective  employers 
even  before  their  training  has  been  completed.  This  has  been  particularly 
the  case  during  the  last  four  years.  It  must,  however,  be  quite  clearly 
understood  that  in  no  instance  is  a  pupil  allowed  to  graduate  without  first 
gaining  his  certificate. 

Twenty-one  firms  are  to-day  employing  College  graduates. 

Graduates  have  helped  to  spread  the  efficiency  of  the  College  methods 
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in  India,  Tasmania,  Armenia,  Ceylon,  Burmah,  South  Africa,  Australia, 
Canada,  United  States,  and  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

No  less  than  15  Institutions  are  sending  to  us  such  pupils  as  they  con¬ 
sider  will  be  benefited  by  the.  special  training  of  the  College,  namely  Brad¬ 
ford,  Brighton,  Bristol,  Clacton,  Exeter,  Gorleston,  Leeds,  Liverpool,  New¬ 
castle,  Nottingham,  Preston,  Sheffield,  Southsea,  Swansea  and  York. 

Are  not  these  records  of  national  and  imperial  benefit  to  the  Blind  worthy 
of  support,  and  is  not  the  College  which  is  doing  this  work  justified  in  asking 
the  public  to  give  it  such  an  Endowment  Fund  as  will  place  its  beneficent 
work  on  a  permanent  foundation  ? 

Training  of  Blinded  Soldiers. — Surprise  has  been  expressed  in  some 
quarters  that  no  British  soldiers  who  have  lost  their  sight  in  the  war  are  being 
trained  as  piano-tuners  at  the  College.  The  majority  of  these  men  are  not 
of  a  suitable  age  for  tuition  in  this  occupation,  and  the  fact  that  they  are  in 
receipt  of  substantial  pensions  and  allowances  does  not  lead  them  to  desire 
to  undergo  the  four  years’  period  of  training  which  would  be  necessary. 
Their  possession  of  substantial  incomes  is  also  apt  to  have  the  effect  of 
leading  them  to  view  with  disfavour  the  disciplinary  trammels  which  must 
necessarily  be  imposed. 

Annual  Prize  Festival. — The  Annual  Prize  Festival  took  place  on  Friday, 
July  20th,  1917,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Most  Hon.  the  Marquess  of  Crewe, 
K.G.  (Lord-Lieut.  of  the  County  of  London  and  Chairman  of  the  London 
County  Council),  the  prizes  being  distributed  by  Mrs.  Lloyd  George.  The 
distinguished  visitors  were  received  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Wm.  Hayes  Fisher, 
P.C.,  M.P.,  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  Mrs.  Fisher, 
Colonel  Frederick  Campbell,  C.B.,  and  Mrs.  Campbell,  on  behalf  of  the 
Executive  and  Ladies’  Committees,  and  the  Lady  Superintendent  and  the 
Principal. 

The  proceedings  took  place  in  favourable  weather  so  that  the  outdoor 
programme  was  enabled  to  be  fully  carried  through.  The  visitors  were  con¬ 
ducted  first  to  the  Armitage  Gymnasium,  where  the  boys  gave  a  display, 
then  to  the  open-air  school  classes  in  arithmetic,  geometry,  nature  study, 
reading,  writing,  and  geography,  then  to  a  display  of  roller  skating  by  girls 
in  the  Fawcett  Gymnasium,  and  so  to  the  exhibition  of  diving,  swimming, 
and  life-saving.  After  seeing  the  typewriting  and  Braille  shorthand  which 
•was  being  done  in  the  Grosvenor  Building,  the  visitors  assembled  in  the 
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Gardner  Hall,  where  an  organ  recital  was  given  by  Dudley  Ade,  followed  by 
a  concert  in  which  part-songs  were  rendered  by  the  Junior  and  Senior 
Choirs  and  the  Westminster  Glee  Club,  pianoforte  solos  by  Leonard  Marsh, 
a.r.c.o.,  and  songs  by  Sinclair  Logan,  a.r.c.o.,  a.r.c.m. 

The  presentation  of  the  prizes  took  place  on  the  balcony,  and  most  of  the  audience  was  seated  in  the 
parade  ground  below.  In  the  course  of  the  distribution  the'Principal  explained  that  the  "  George  Thomas 
Rose  "  annual  memorial  prize  had  to  be  divided  ns  it  was  impossible  for  the  musical  staff  to  decide  which 
of  the  three  young  men  whose  names  were  on  the  programme  was  the  most  deserving.  One  feature  of  the 
musical  department  that  year  was  the  gaining  of  the  Associate  Diploma  of  the  Royal  College  of  Music 
by  Sinclair  Logan.  This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  a  student  had  entered  for  this  examination, 
and  the  Principal  hoped  it  was  an  augury  of  many  future  successes.  The  prizes  and  certificates  having  been 
gracefully  distributed  by  Mrs.  Lloyd  George,  The  MA RQUESS  OF  CREWE  address edthe  pupils  and  visitors 
His  lordship  said  :  Ladies  and  gentlemen.  I  think  you  will  all  agree  that  this  is  no  occasion  for  long  speeches, 
but  I  must  just  thank  the  Principal  and  those  concerned  in  the  management  of  the  College  for  having 
given  me  the  opportunity  of  coming  here  to-day  to  witness  these  displays  at  this  extraordinarily  interesting 
place  of  education  and  to  see  the  prizes  received  by  the  pupils  at  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Lloyd  George,  which 
they  will  be  able  to  regard  ns  a  very  memorable  thing — almost  the  same  thing  as  having  received  them 
from  the  hands  of  the  Prime  Minister  himself.  I  am  glad  to  be  here  in  my  capacity  for  the  moment  as 
Chairman  of  the  London  County  Council,  for  although  our  connection  with  this  College  is  not  so  close  as 
it  is  with  some  other  places  of  education,  yet  we  are,  of  course,  deeply  concerned  with  all  forms  of  education 
and  training  in  and  around  London,  and,  moreover,  we  have  some  special  connection  with  this  particular 
College,  for  like  other  local  authorities,  we  are  able  to  contribute  as  an  Education  authority  towards  the 
support  and  training  of  particular  pupils.  In  addition  to  that,  I  am  glad  to  notice  in  the  Report  that 
some  help  which  we  have  been  able  to  give  to  students  here  who  are  training  as  teachers  at  two  of  our 
schools  is  appreciated  by  those  who  are  In  authority  at  this  College. 

Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  when  one  considers  the  work  of  this  College,  the  first  thought  that  comes 
into  the  mind  is  how  extraordinarily  modern  and  recent  it  all  is.  The  grandfathers  and  grandmothers 
even  of  quite  young  people  could  have  had  no  possible  knowledge  or  appreciation  of  what  the  training  of 
the  blind  might  become  and  the  results  which  it  could  achieve.  We  all  of  us  recall  historical  stories  of 
feats  performed  and  duties  done  by  those  who  have  been  blind.  Only  last  week  we  read  in  the  newspapers 
how  the  Queen  and  the  Prince  of  Wales  paid  a  visit  to  the  field  of  Crecv,  where  a  forbear  and  namesake 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  also  an  Edward  the  Black  Prince,  won  his  spurs,  and  won  also  the  right  to  those 
ostrich  plumes  with  which  we  are  so  familiar  as  his  badge.  Those  ostrich  plumes  were  originally  the 
badge  of  the  blind  King  of  Bohemia,  and  from  one’s  youngest  days  one  has  enjoyed  and  admired  the  story 
of  how  that  blind  king,  with  a  knight  on  either  side  of  him,  to  whose  horses  his  bridle  was  tied,  charged 
the  English  troops  and  was  killed.  There  are  many  other  historical  stories,  not  exactly  of  that  kind,  of 
feats  of  valour  and  endurance  which  have  been  performed  by  the  blind.  But  it  is  only  within  almost 
recent  memory'  that  the  idea  has  entered  into  the  minds  of  people — an  idea  so  nobly  carried  out  here — 
that  what  can  be  done  for  those  who  suffer  from  this  particular  affliction  is  not  so  much  in  the  nature  of 
helping  them  as  in  that  of  teaching  them  to  help  themselves.  It  is  indeed  only  within  the  last  forty  or 
fifty  years,  or  from  the  date  when  this  College  was  founded — and  it  has  had  many  worthy  imitators — 
that  that  notion  has  become  thoroughly  implanted  in  the  minds  of  the  people  of  this  country  and  of  other 
countries.  In  the  most  famous  words  that  were  ever  written  on  the  subject  of  blindness,  Milton’s  immortal 
sonnet,  you  will  remember  that  the  blind  poet,  borrowing  his  thought  from  the  Bible — from  the  parable  of 
misused  wealth,  the  talents  given  to  this  man  or  that  man — speaks  of  that  one  talent  which  is  death  to 
hide  ;  and  now  we  are  all  able,  not  merely  to  hope,  but  to  know  that  in  spite  of  this  physical  deprivation 
that  talent  is  not  useless.  We  have  had  plenty  of  evidence  of  that  to-day.  We  know  that  those  who  receive 
the  modern,  careful,  and  continuous  training  which  is  given  here  are  able  to  take  their  place  in  the  world 
of  men  and  women  as  active  citizens  of  the  country,  playing  their  part  in  various  respects,  and  doing  their 
duty  to  themselves  and  to  others.  That  is  a  great  advance  upon  what  anybody  would  have  ventured  to 
conceive  or  to  hope,  and  it  has  been  achieved  only,  as  I  say,  almost  within  the  memory  of  those  now  alive. 
We  have  been  privileged — those  of  us  who  are  visiting  here  to-day — to  witness  the  most  enthralling  dis¬ 
plays,  both  of  physical  culture,  gymnastics  and  swimming — the  latter,  I  confess,  struck  me  with  special 
amazement  as  demanding  a  display  of  nerve  and  a  quality  of  courage  which,  after  all,  is  not  attained  by 
a  considerable  proportion  even  of  those  who  can  see.  I  remember  in  my  Cambridge  days  hearing  with 
admiration  how  Professor  Fawcett,  one  of  those  who  battled  most  nobly  with  this  infirmity,  used  to  go 
out  riding  witli  some  friends,  and  although  he  did  not  charge  the  enemy,  like  the  King  of  Bohemia,  yet  he 
used  to  jump  in  company  the  small  fences  and  hedges  which  separate  the  fields  around  Cambridge.  '  That 
was  always  a  great  matter  for  admiration  among  us  undergraduates.  But  when  it  comes  to  doing  a  back 
somersault  off  a  high  board,  I  think  that  the  qualities  required  are  even  more  remarkable  than  those 
demanded  when  being  taken  over  a  fence  by  a  well-trained  horse. 

For  these  reasons,  ladies  and  gentlemen,'  I  feel  that  we  cannot  be  too  grateful  to  this  College  for  the 
work  it  does.  It  has  gone  through,  as  I  understand,  a  time  of  no  little  difficulty  and  anxiety,  from  a  cause 
which  chiefly  produces  anxiety  in  such  institutions,  namely,  finance.  That  anxiety  has  been  somewhat 
relieved  by  the  action  of  the  Carnegie  Trustees,  who  have  come  forward  with  an  offer  just  ns  though  they 
were  a  fairy  godmother.  But  like  other  fairy  godmothers  in  all  the  best  old  stories,  they  attach  conditions 
to  their  magical  gift,  and  in  order  to  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  this  benefaction  from  the  Carnegie  Trustees 
it  is  necessary  that  within  a  limited  time  a  further  sum  should  be  raised  from  the  public.  Now,  as  we 
know,  the  minds  of  everybody  are  fixed— necessarily  fixed — on  the  war,  and  it  is  difficult  to  transfer  thought® 
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or  deeds  to  any  other  purpose.  That  i9  natural  and  inevitable,  and  indeed  we  would  not  have  it  otherwise. 
In  connection  with  the  particular  purpose  for  which  we  arc  assembled  here  to-day,  we  have  all  heard 
with  admiration  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  at  St.  Dunstan’s  for  those  soldiers  and  officers  who  have 
lost  their  sight  in  the  war,  and  great,  liberality  has  been  shown  by  the  public  in  assisting  that  work.  But 
much  as  we  may  appreciate  it.  and  necessary  though  it  is.  the  work  that  is  being  done  here  should  not 
be  allowed  to  suffer  in  any  degree  in  favour  of  what  may  strike  the  imagination  at  the  moment  more  than 
this.  Nobody  can  say  that  the  training  which  is  given  here,  and  the  turning  into  useful  citizens  of  those 
who.  if  left  to  themselves,  could  only  be  helpless,  is  anything  but  in  the  truest  sense  war  work — work  given 
to  the  country — work  which  is  worthy  of  British  citizenship  of  which  we  are  all  proud.  I  venture  to  hope 
therefore,  before  the  time  expires  which  has  been  named  as  the  term  within  which  this  further  sum  has 
to  be  raised,  that  by  a  number  of  small  or  moderate  contributions — because  it  is  true  that  in  thes^  times 
it  is  difficult  for  many  to  give  on  the  scale  or  in  the  manner  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed  before 
— this  sum  will  be  forthcoming.  I  feel,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  though  the  country  may  be  able  to 
do  something — even  to  do  much,  as  is  done  in  a  College  like  this  for  those  who  are  blind — the  blind  them¬ 
selves  can  do.  and  actually  do.  much  for  those  who  can  see.  The  spectacle  of  courage,  and  cheerfulness, 
and  contentment,  and  determination  to  tight  against  difficulties  is  one  which  is  a  real  and  serious  moral 
help  to  the  whole  world  of  those  who  have  escaped  this  misfortune.  And  it  is  because  the  exercise  of  these 
qualities  is  helped  by  the  training  which  is  given  at  an  institution  such  as  this  that  it  ought  to  receive  the 
support  of  the  whole  nation,  and  that  we  for  our  part  ought  to  do,  namely,  to  express  our  warm  thanks  and 
gratitude  to  the  Principal  and  to  others  who  assist  in  this  noble  and  altogether  admirable  and  indeed 
indispensable  work.  .  ,  ,  ,  ..

are  fully  carried  out  by  the  Government  of  the  day.  I  am  not  permitted  to  divulge  the  contents  of  that 
report,  but  I  hope  that  an  atmosphere  of  curiosity  will  be  created,  and  that  a  great  public  opinion  on  this 
question  will  be  fostered.  We  had  a  very  carefully  organized  committee.  Three  of  the  signatories  are  on 
the  platform  to*day,  Mr.  Henry  Wilson,  Mr.  Warrilow,  and  myself,  and  we  signed  that  report  in  complete 
unanimity. 

We  do  owe  you.  Lord  Crewe,  a  deep  debt  of  thanks  for  coming  here  to-day,  and  you,  Mrs.  Lloyd 
George  ;  you  have  given  us  the  utmost  encouragement  to  carry  on  this  work.  We  can  assure  you  we  shall 
remember  your  presence  here  to-day.  and  every  pupil  will  remember  the  visit  that  you  paid  us  and  will 
do  his  or  her  best  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  institution  and  to  reap  the  full  benefits  of  the  advice  and 
instruction  given.  I  need  not  put  that  to  the  meeting  in  any  formal  way,  but  I  will  merely  ask  those  of 
that  opinion  to  say  "  Aye.” 

Mrs.  LLOYD  GEORGE  :  Lord  Crewe,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  want  to  thank  you  on  behalf  of  Lord 
Crewe  and  myself  for  this  very  kind  vote  of  thanks  you  have  just  passed.  You  will  forgive  me  for  not  making 
a  speech.  I  came  hero  in  tho  most  light-hearted  manner,  thinking  that  no  speeches  were  expected  from 
me,  but  that  I  had  to  give  away  the  prizes  only,  and  I  was  delighted  to  do  so,  and  to  see  the  boys  and 
girls,  and  indeed  1  was  very  much  struck,  on  going  through  the  College,  with  the  different  kinds  of  Instruc¬ 
tion  wliich  were  given,  and  especially  with  the  typewriting,  because  we  all  know  that  women  unless  they 
can  type  in  these  days  cannot  get  any  good  posts,  so  that  I  was  pleased  to  see  the  beautiful  work  being 
done  there.  I  am  also  very  pleased  to  be  here  to  support  this  College  as  a  whole.  I  have  not  got  much 
money  to  give  away,  but  I  shall  be  very  glad  in  the  autumn,  at  the  end  of  September,  to  arrange  a  concert 
in  aid  of  the  College  (applause).  I  hope  to  get  some  of  my  Welsh  singers  to  help  me.  I  feel  after  my 
visit  here  to-day  that  the  boys  and  girls  taught  here  need  not  be  depressed,  but  can  go  on  with  full  con¬ 
fidence  and  courage,  knowing  they  can  stand  side  by  side  with  those  who  can  see  and  earn  their  own  living. 
Amidst  all  the  suffering  occasioned  by  this  terrible  war,  a  class  of  sufferers  for  whom  one  feels  most  acutely 
arc  those  who  have  lost  their  sight  in  battle,  and  one  is  glad  to  feel  that  there  is  a  happy  home  for  them 
at  St.  Dunstan’s,  and  that  they  are  taught  to  earn  their  own  living  and  gain  confidence  and  courage  once 
more  to  start  life  afresh.  I  thank  you  very  much. 

Principal  CAMPBELL  said  that  the  next  item  on  the  programme  was  an  inspection  of  the  pianoforte 
tuning  building,  after  which  there  would  be  a  display  by  the  Boy  Scouts  and  some  country  dances,  as 
well  as  a  second  display  of  swimming  and  life-saving  in  the  swimming  bath.  He  wished  just  to  detain  his 
lordship  for  one  moment  by  saying  how  particularly  grateful  the  training  college  students  were  to  Lord 
Crewe  and  the  London  County  Council  for  the  special  facilities  given  for  practising  with  large  classes  at 
two  of  the  Council's  schools.  It  was  a  special  benefit  to  those  who  were  taking  the  Training  College  course.

Her  Majesty’s  continued  approval  is  a  very 
great  encouragement.

— The  work  of  the  Staff,  Musical,  Scholastic,  Domestic  and  Office, 
is  maintained  with  zeal,  energy  and  loyal  enthusiasm. 

The  Committee  greatly  regret  to  report  that  health  and  advancing  age 
decided  Mr.  Walmsley  to  tender  his  resignation  as  Head  Teacher  in  the 
Pianoforte  Tuning  Department.  They  desire  to  place  on  record  their  hearty 
appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  College  for  the  last  35  years,  during  which 
period  he  not  only  greatly  advanced  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  in  the 
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matter  of  piano  construction  and  repairing,  but  by  bis  painstaking  efforts  and 
kindly  manner  won  the  respect  and  genuine  esteem  of  both  pupils  and  staff.

Gardner  Trust  Scholarships. — A  certain  number  of  Scholarships  of  the 
value  of  £40,  renewable  annually,  if  conduct  and  progress  are  satisfactory, 
are  open  each  year  for  competition  to  the  Blind  of  England  and  Wales  between 
the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one,  though  in  special  cases  this  may  be 
extended  to  twenty-seven.  If  successful  in  passing  the  Entrance  Examina¬ 
tion,  Candidates  are  admitted  to  the  College  on  a  term’s  probation.  If  this 
period  is  also  satisfactorily  passed  then  the  “  Probationer”  is  admitted  and 
entered  on  the  Register  as  a  “  Scholar.”
